ing to a resolution adopted by the 
county society. 


When the doctor returns from his 


service in the army the physicians 
who have been taking care of his 
practice will request his former pa- 
tients to summon him when in need 
of medical attention. 


The physicians who can not give 


their services to their country be- 
lieve that in this way they will be 
helping in a practical manner, by 
making it easier for those who are 
able to go. 


The resolution adopted by the coun- 


ty medical society is as follows:

PROTECT MEMBERS 


.PHYSICIANS WHO ANSWER CALL 


TO COLORS WILL HOLD PRAC- 


TICE AND FAMILY WILL HAVE 


INCOME. 


The members of the Volusia Coun- 


•ty Medical society will take care of 
the practice of those members of the 
society who answer the call to the 
colors, and one-third of the customary 
fees collected from such practice will 
' be turned over each month to the fam- 
ilies of the absent physicians, accord- 
ing to a resolution adopted by the 
county society. 


When the doctor returns from his 


service in the army the physicians 
who have been taking care of his 
practice will request his former pa- 
tients to summon him when in need 
of medical attention. 


The physicians who can not give 


their services to their country be- 
lieve that in this way they will be 
helping in a practical manner, by 
making it easier for those who are 
able to go. 


The resolution adopted by the coun- 


ty medical society is as follows: 


"Whereas, the United States is at 


war with Germany and her allies; and 


"Whereas, our country's enemies 


have demonstrated that they are re- 
sourceful 
and ruthless aggressors, 


who, at the command of the autocrat- 
ic megalomaniac and his staff of 
kultural fellow savages, would spread 
the blight of Prussianism throughout

"Whereas, our government has is- 


sued a call to physicians to volunteer 
for service in the medical department 
of the army and navy during the pe- 
riod of the war, to which call many 
of our fellow practitioners of medicine

HOW CITV OF DELANO 


GOT ITS SHADE TREES 


Tin' following, which appeared in a 


recent issue of the Tampa Tribune, 
explains how DeLand got its shade 
trees: 


"DeLand boasts more shade trees 


than perhaps any other town In the 
stale of Florida, irrespective of size. 
Kvery shade tree here was brought 
from 
the hammocks and planted. 


Oaks did not at first grow here vol- 
untarily, only the majestic pine being 
found on the high lands of this sec- 
tion forty years ago, when the town 
was lirst started by H. A. DeLand, 
(ho "saleratus king," of Falrport. N. 
Y. When the town was in its swad- 
dling clothes, the city fathers devised 
this idea of encouraging the planting 
of shado trees: Every property own- 
er was given the right to plant shade 
trees along the street lines—eight 
feel from the fence lines, thirty feet 
apart; ouch tree to be three Inches 
or more in diameter at the base, and 
eight feet high. The property owner 
cared for the tree two years, at the 
end of which time he was given a cer- 
tificate good for fifty cents for each 
Ircc, these certificates being accepted 
for taxes or municipal debts. 


"The scheme worked fine; thou- 


sands of trees were planted—but It 


was soon found that everybody was 
planting shade trees and paying their 
taxes In certificates; the city was ro 
ceivlng no real money for taxes. Then 
by mutual consent, shade tree cer 
tlflcates became "legal tender." If 
'man wanted to buy a horse for J160 
he gave in exchange shade tree cer 
tlflcates (or 187.50 and 172.50 in cash 
Certificates were used in the purchase 
of land and in the sale of commod 
Itles. At one time the issuance of 
them in one dollar denominations for 
convenience In exchange was advo- 
cated, but this was never done. 
In 


time so many shade tree certificates 
were floating around that an ordi- 
nance had to be passed providing that 
only 60 per cent of a city debt could 
be paid in shade tree certificates, and 
finally the permit to' plant 
shade 


trees: and receive certificates was 
rescinded entirely. 


'As a result of this perhaps wise 


act In the early days of the town De- 
Land has some 78,000 shade trees, all 
planted thirty feet apart, eight feet 
from the fence line, and the whole 
town Is a veritable park."

LONDONERS UNABLE TO GROPE 


THEIR WAY IN DARKNESS. 


Philosophical 
Review of Warfare'* 


NMda, and of Part Days, HM Not 


Brought Citizen* to • Proper 


Realization of Condition*. 


A few months ago I chanced to be hi 


what official language would describe 
as "a certain northern town" at the 
time when lighting restrictions were 
being newly enforced as a precaution 
against air attacks. Loud was the 
outcry of persons who had bumped In 
to the lamppost and tripped over the 
curb upon their homeward way. and 
who had even found themselves un- 
able to Identify their own homes with- 
out the aid of an electric torch. 


And yet the curious thing was that 


even such restricted street lighting as 
remained would have been considered 
a really handsome Illumination by our 
forefathers and would Indeed be con- 
sidered so today by dwellers In rural 
districts where the street lamp Is un- 
known, C. Fox-Smith writes In the 
London Chronicle. 


What Is happening to us—or, rather, 


what was happening to us in the days 
when the daylight, In towns, was de- 
posed before Its death by the glare of 
gas and electric light? Were we not 
rapidly losing the very last remnant 
of that faculty of seeing In what we 
call "the dark," which Is really quite a 
natural part of our equipment, hc:ns 
a sort of combination of the senses of 
sight, smell, touch and hearing? 


As a matter of fact speaking broad- 


ly, what most people call "the dark" 
is not darkness at all. How often, for 
example, do yon hoar a person who 
has Just emerged from- or who lifts a 
blind to look through the window of a 
lighted room exclaim: "What a pitch 
dark night 1" 


But once leave the bewildering 


lights behind and It will be seen that 
the apparent darkness was really more 
thnn half caused by the light Itself. 
Pltrh darkness seldom exists except 
comparatively, never without some ex- 
traordinary condition, such ns fog or 
very dense clouds. One does, of 
course, remember one or two such oc- 
casions of a blackness Impenetrable 
ns a wall and almost ns tangible to-all 
seeming. But they are rare enouph to 
be noticeable—even to cause surprise, 
as if they were somehow abnormal, 
which would not be so If pitch dark- 
ness were common. 


It Is rather strange to reflect that, 
lU the coming of the lighting re- 


strictions, most of the present genera* 
tlon hud never really seen the town at 
dusk. 


And yet what a peculiar charm there 


is now about the coming on of dark In 
a city. Thrre is. let us frankly admit 
It, a touch of the sinister about the 
dark mouths of narrow streets which 
by daylight are but the most common- 
place and sordid of routes to the backs 
of shops and warehouses. 


But they are for the time romantic, 


as well ns sinister; there is a some- 
thing Stevensonian nbout them, Stev- 
enson of "Doctor Jekyll" and "The 
Now Arabian Nights." 


Darkness Is the fairy godmother of 


commonplace 
buildings. 
It 
brings 


them gifts of breadth, of mnsslveness, 
of dignity. This pinchbeck incrusta- 
tion, thnt shoddy bit of construction. 
It transfigures with a wave of its 
wand. Seen simply ns a broad effect 
of light and shade, or rather of shad- 
dow nnd deeper shadow, the newest 
building Is at one with the old, the 
tawdriest with the most austere. 


It was Just at the corner of Welling- 


ton street the other night that I sur- 
prised one of those wonderful mo- 
ments on the edge of darkness. In 
the light of Its few and shrouded 
lamps Klngsway gleamed faintly, like 
a frozen river under stars. Vehicles 
loomed up for a minute and were 
gone, motorbnses, laden lorries strain- 
Ing toward Waterloo, a motor ambu- 
lance with Its Red Cross gleaming al- 
most luminous on a white ground like 
the device on a knight's shield In a 
dark forest. The faces of passers-by 
were seen In a moment In the light of 
a street lamp, then swallowed up in 
the darkness. And above It all the 
stars—the same stars that looked up- 
on the shell-racked glory of Verdun, 
the remnants that were Ypres and 
Reims; upon the trenches, the hospi- 
tals, the silent dead; and the ships at 
their stately vigil In the northern seas. 


The Higher Outlet. 


All the world complains nowadays

HOW CITY OF DELANO 


GOT ITS SHADE TREES 


Tin' following, which appeared in a 


recent issue of the Tampa Tribune, 
I'xpluins how DeLand got its shade 
trees: 


"DrI/and boasts more shade trees 


than perhaps any other town In the 
utalo of Florida, Irrespective of size. 
Kvery shudu tree here was brought 
from 
the hammocks and planted. 


Oaks did not at first grow here vol- 
unlarily, only the majestic pine being 
found on the high lands of this sec- 
tion forty years ago, when the town 
was lirst started by H. A. DeLand, 
(ho "saleratua king," of Falrport, N. 
Y. 
When the town was In its swad- 


dling clothes, the city fathers devised 
this idea of encouraging the planting 
of Khado trees: Every property own- 
er was given the right to plant shade 
trrrs along the street lines—eight 
feel from the fence lines, thirty feet 
apart; ouch tree to be three Inches 
or more {n diameter at the base, and 
ciKlit feet high. The property owner 
cared for the tree two years, at the 
uiul of which time he was given a cer- 
tificate good for fifty cents for each 
tree, these certificates being accepted 
for taxes or municipal debts. 


"Tlio scheme worked fine; thou- 


sands of trees were planted—but It 


was soon found that everybody was 
planting shade trees and paying their 
taxes In certificates; the city was re- 
ceiving no real money for taxes. Then, 
by mutual consent, shade tree cer- 
tificates became "legal tender." If a 
•man wanted to buy a horse for $160 
he gave In exchange shade tree cer- 
tificates (or 187.50 and 172.50 in cash. 
Certificates were used in the purchase 
of land and in the sale of commod- 
ities. 
At one time the Issuance of 


them In one dollar denominations for 
convenience In exchange was advo- 
cated, hut this was never done. 
In 


time so many shade tree certificates 
were floating around that an ordi- 
nance had to be passed providing that 
only 50 per cent of a city debt could 
be paid In shade tree certificates, and 
finally the permit 
to' plant 
shade 


trees and receive certificates was 
rescinded entirely. 


"As a result of this perhaps wise 


act In the early days of the town De- 
Land has some 78,000 shade trees, all 
planted thirty feet apart, eight feet 
from the fence line, and the whole 
town Is a veritable park."

SENSE BEING LOST 


LONDONERS UNABLE TO GROPE 


THEIR WAY IN DARKNESS. 


Philosophical Review of Warfare's 


Need*, and of Part Days, HM Not 


Brought Citizen* to • Proper 


Realization of Condition*. 


A few months ago I chanced to be hi 


what official language would describe 
as "a certain northern town" at the 
time when lighting restrictions were 
being newly enforced as a precaution 
against air attacks. 
Loud was the 


outcry of persons who had bumped In- 
to the lamppost and tripped over the 
curb upon their homeward way. and 
who had even found themselves un- 
able to Identify their own homes with- 
out the aid of an electric torch. 


And yet the curious thing was that 


even such restricted' street lighting as 
remained would have been considered 
a really handsome illumination by our 
forefathers and would Indeed be con- 
sidered so today by dwellers In rural 
districts where the street lamp Is un- 
known, C. Fox-Smith writes In the 
London Chronicle. 


What Is happening to us—or, rather, 


what was happening to us in the days 
when the daylight, In towns, was de- 
posed before its death by the glare of 
gas and electric light? Were we not 
rapidly losing the very last remnant 
of that faculty of seeing In what we 
call "the dark," which Is really quite a 
natural part of our equipment, hc:ns 
a sort of combination of the senses of 
sight, smell, touch and hearing? 


As a matter of fact speaking broad- 


ly, what most people call "the dark" 
is not darkness at all. How often, for 
example, do yon hoar a person who 
has Just emerged from- or who lifts a 
blind to look through the window of a 
lighted room exclaim: "What a pitch 
dark night 1" 


But once leave the 
bewildering 


lights behind and It will be seen that 
the apparent darkness was really more 
than half caused by the light itself. 
Fltrh darkness seldom exists except 
comparatively, never without some ex- 
traordinary condition, such ns fog or 
very dense clouds. One does, of 
course, remember one or two such oc- 
casions of a blackness Impenetrable 
ns a wall and almost as tangible to-all 
seeming. But they are rare enough to 
be noticeable—even to cause surprise, 
as if thry were somehow abnormal, 
which would not be so If pitch dark- 
ness were common. 


It Is rather strange to reflect that, 


until the coming of the lighting re- 
strictions, most of the present genera- 
tion had never really seen the town at 
dusk. 


And yet what a peculiar chnrrn there 


Is now about the coming on of dark In 
a city. Tbrre Is. let us frankly admit 
It, a touch of the sinister about the 
dnrk mouths of narrow streets which 
by daylight are but the most common- 
place and sordid of routes to the backs 
of shops and warehouses. 


But they are for the time romantic, 


ns well as sinister; there Is a some- 
thing Stevensonlan about them, Stev- 
enson of "Doctor Jekyll" and "The 
Now Arabian Nights." 


Darkness Is the fairy godmother of 


commonplace 
buildings. 
It brings 


them gifts of breadth, of mnsslveness, 
of dignity. This pinchbeck Incrusta- 
tion, that shoddy hit of construction. 
It transfigures with n wave of its 
wnnd. Seen simply as a broad effect 
of light and shade, or rather of shad- 
dow and deeper shadow, the newest 
building Is at one with the old, the 
tawdriest with the most austere. 


It was Just at the corner of Welling- 


ton street the other night that I sur- 
prised one of those wonderful mo- 
ments on the edge of darkness. In 
the light of Its few and shrouded 
lamps Klngsway gleamed faintly, like 
a frozen river under stars. Vehicles 
loomed up for a minute and were 
gone, motorbnses, laden lorries strain- 
ing toward Waterloo, n motor ambu- 
lance with Its Red Cross gleaming al- 
most luminous on a white ground like 
the device on a knight's shield in a 
dark forest. The faces of passers-by 
were seen In a moment In the light of 
n street lamp, then swallowed up In 
the darkness. 
And above It all the 


stars—the same stars that looked up- 
on the shell-racked glory of Verdun, 
the remnants that were Ypres and 
Reims; upon the trenches, the hospi- 
tals, the silent dead; and the ships at 
their stately vigil In the northern seas. 


The Higher Duties. 


All the world complains nowadays 


of a press of trivial duties and en- 
gagements, which prevents .their em- 
ploying themselves on some higher 
ground they know of; but, undoubted- 
ly, If they were made of the right stuff 
to work on that higher ground, pro- 
vided they were released from all those 
engagements, they would now at once 
fulfill the superior engagement, and 
neglect all the rest, as naturally ns 
they breathe. They would never he 
caught saying that they had no time 
for thin, when the dullest man knows 
that this Is all that he has time for. 
No man who acts from a sense of duty 
ever pats the lesser duty above the 
greater. No man has the desire and 
the ability to work on high things 
hut h« has also the ability to build 
himself a higher staging.—Thoreau.

BETTER HEALTH MEANS 


GREATER LAND VALUES 


State Board of Health Bulletin 


Every man In Florida must realize 


that betterment of health conditions 
means development of the state, am', 
subsequently, dollars in his pockets. 
It not only means an Increased value 
for farm lands, but an inhancement 
of city property, and every man, re- 
gardless of his trade or 
profession, 


will be benefitted by this improve- 
ment. 


In presenting the above facts, the 


state board of health is endeavoring 
to enlist the aid of every citizen in 
a state-wide effort to make the recent- 
ly inaugurated intensive sanitary cam- 
paign a vital asset and community 
builder. 


There was a time when man would 


accord his domesticated animals bet- 
ter living conditions than he gave 
himself and his family. 
These an- 


imals were fed only the choicest of 
foods prepared by selected formulas, 
while his childien ate anything they 
could digest without an immediate 
fatality. His animals were housed in 
the cleanest of barns and kept free 
from pests that would prevent them 
from becoming more valuable to their 
owner. Yet the man and his family 
lived in a less desirable abode where 
flies and 
disease 
carrying insects 


found easy access. 


Then the science of modern sanita- 


tion became more generally under- 
stood, and thinking men began to take 
more precautions to safeguard their 
own health. Moreover, there still re- 
mains a large element of humanity 
which has never learned the value of 
sanitation or which still manifests a 
large amount of indifference toward 
its practice. 


Also, there is the individual who 


looks at everything 
about him in 


terms of dollars and cents. He may 
believe that sanitary arrangements on 
his premises are a good thing, but he 
figures the cost will be one which he 
can very well do without. 
He is a 


large property owner, maybe, and one 
whose influence, if enlisted In a <o- 
opeiative plan with the state board of 
health campaign, would be a vital fac- 
tor in furthering the work. 


It is largely to this class of citizens 


that the board of health is making 
the argument that increased sanita- 
tion means not only better health, but 
more money. 


The man in outside localities, when 


he goes to look for a new home, is 
coming to think more of health condi- 
tions than he did in former years. As 
proof of this, inquiries received from 
those wishing to purchase land for 
UIP establishment of new homes indi- 
cate that they are not willing to BO 
into a community to live, regardless 
of the opportunity 
it may present, 


when they are jeopardizing the lives 
of members of their families. 


Florida's death rate from intestinal 


diseases can be reduced by state-wide 
adherence to proper sanitary regula- 
tions, which will cut down the number 
of maladies that come from unscreen 
cd and Improperly constructed sur- 
face closets. Malaria and typhoid fe- 
ver are largely a matter of choice 
with the 
individual. 
By 
properly 


screened houses and a careful watch 
over the surroundings they can be 
avoided. 


This state has suffered greatly at 


the hands of large railway systems of 
the west, whose agents, In seeking to 
develop their own territory, have in- 
correctly informed prospective cus- 
tomers who would have come south. 
They have told them that it Is Impos- 
sible to live here on account of the in 


ing many of them to purchase land 
elsewhere. 


However, ill spite of their taking 


advantage of a condition which can 
be remedied by the individual him- 
self, Florida's population increased 


20.5 
per cent from 1910 to 1915 and a 


review of census reports show a cor- 
responding increase for the preceding 
five years. 
Every man in the state 


can co-operate in making the inten- 
sive sanitary campaign of the state 
board of health the basic principle in 
increasing real estate values and the 
means of bringing into Florida thou- 
sands of new people to find homes. 


Can Reduce Disease Cost 


Florida can materially reduce an 


annual loss of $14,000.000 from In- 
testinal diseases by the expenditure 
ot only $1.800.000. for installation of 
the L. R. S. or any other approved 
odorless and flyless privy. The state 
board 
of health it endeavoring to 


show the people of the state wherein 
such an investment will mean, not 
only a substantial monetary saving, 
the reduction ol the enormous annual 
death rate from these causes. 


It is estimated that there are 180,- 


000 surface closets in the state. At 
a cost ol appro\imatcly $10 each. It 
will reqiiirp 
HIP sum of $1.800,000 


to install these L. U. S. (septic tank 
made with (wo barrels) or other suit- 
able privy to eliminate odors and 
flies, which are the principal disease 
carrying agencies. These would cut 
down diseases now costing over $4,- 
(100.000 a year to a minimum 
The

illnps*. we find that 17.500 persons arc 
uRhctcd with those maladies every 
your.

txi observe the' laws of sanitation, 
which 
call 
for proper proventalive 


provisions against perpetuation and 
increase- cif intestinal diseases. Rather 
than devote all of its efforts to fight- 
ing the disease when it has grasped 
hold of the; victim, the board would 
prevent its spread by showing the peo- 
ple how to wipe out its source. In 
this 
manner 
Florida's enormously 


high death rate from intestinal dis- 
eases can be reduced by beginning 
work at its very inception.
